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A WELCOME TO CLEVELAND 


THE GREETING THAT AWAITS THE 

GOVERNOR IN BUFFALO. 

AN ADDRESS BY INDEPENDENT REPUBLIC- 

ANS, AND A MONSTER PUBLIC DEMON- 
STRATION TO-NIGHT, 

Burrawo, N. Y., Oct. 1.—Great interest 
4s felt here in t@e reception to be given Gov. 
Cleveland to-morrow evening. It is the chief 
topic of conversation all’‘about the city. Prep- 
arations have been made for a procession, and 
if nothing happens to prevent, it will, no 
doubt, be far the most imposing one ever 
seen in this city. When Mr. Blaine 
was here last week there were about 
7,009 men in line. 1tis probable that the proces- 
sion to-morrow evening will be twice as large. 
In all its other features there is reason to believe 
that to-morrow’s demonstration will completely 
eclipse the Blaine affair. In the matter of the 
decoration of buildings and enthusiasm there is 
no room for doubt.. Comparatively few. busi- 
ness or private houses were decorated when 
Blaine came. Indications are that the decora- 
tion will be general to-morrow. Blaine was re- 
ceived with little show of feeling. The Cleve- 
land tide has been gradually rising for weeks, 
and the people are ready to shout themselves 
hoarse over the Governor's coming. 

The Cleveland Republicans, as the independ- 
ents have been compelled to call themselves 
since the Blaine men appropriated their name, 


will not take a conspicuous part in the demon- 
stration, although their numbers are considera- 
bie and daity augmenting. But they have issued 
an address of welcome to the Governor, which 
will be published in the morning papers. It is as 
tollows: 

Gov. CLEVELAND: You are among us for the first 
time since your nomination for the high office of Presi- 
dent of the United States. The Cleveland Republic- 
ans of the = your home desire to extend to you 
a formal and hearty welcome. Buffalo has many times 
shown its confidence in and esteem for you. Twice 
when Republicans have desirea to rebuke dishonesty 
in their own pny they have found in you the efficient 
instrument. You have been our Mayor and are now our 
Governor. In every position in which you have been 
placed you have shown yourself worthy of the trust 
reposed in you. No honest mun of any varty ever had 
reason to recret giving you his support. Causes similar 
to those which forced you into the Mayor’s chair against 
your will, and made you Governor of the Empire State 
witnout your having sought the office, now call for 
— election to the highest office in the Nation. The 
ssue of this campaign, which vvershadows all other 
interests, is integrity.

We want more than anything else in the chair of 
Washington and Lincoln a fearless, independent, hon- 
estman. As Republicans we say with regret that we 
believe your chief competitor for the Presidential 
office isnot sucha man. The record of his official hfe 
has cansed many even of those who now support him 
to condemn him as unclean and dangerous. His tell- 
tule letters, showing how he used his official) position to 
make money for himself, have received many:friendly 
explanations. But none of them has succeeded in 
explaining away his dishonor, ‘Che taint of corruption 
clings to them, and should—and we believe must— 
prove an effectual bar to his election to the office he has 
so long and persistently sought. We deem it especially 
fortunate that in turning from a candidate whom we 
cannot trust we find an opposing candidate in every 
way worthy of confidence. 

We prefer an honest Democrat toa dishonest Repub- 
lican. Wecannot understand that sentiment or that 
superstition which puts party before honor and before 
country. We cannot comprehend that logic which says 
thut one man may bea corrupt Congressman and yet 
be trusted to be a model President, and in the 
same breath tells us that another man though 
he may be a model Governor cannot be trusted in 
the Presidency. In the face of such false and 
contemptible doctrine we say: You have been faithful 
over the interests placed in your charge. We will 
strive to enlarge the field of your responsibilities and 
usefulness. We have watched your ofticiul career and 
have studied your life. We feel that we know you 
well. We belive that integrity is the basisof your 
epee that faithfulness to trust is your first rule of 

fe. 

We believe that, like Clay, you had rather be right 
than be President if choice must be made; and that, 
like Lincoln, you will be firm in the right as God gives 
you to see the right. We therefore tender you our in- 
dorsement and support, and bid you welcome as an 
honored guest, a Presidential candidate.

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CLEVELAND CHEERED IN ALBANY. 

ALBANY, Oct. 1.—The Democrats bad a 
monster demonstration to-night. Ail the cam- 
paign clubs joined in a parade for the first time 
this year. More than 3,000 men were in line, and 


the streets through which they passed were bril- 
liantly illuminated and thronged with people. 
Gov. Cleveland reviewed the procession from the 
State-street entrance of the Capitol. He was 
greeted with continuous rounds of cheers and 
aroused great enthusiasm by his appearance. 
Mayor Banks was given a passing salute at his 
residence on State-street. At the tenton Hud- 
son-avenue Assemblyman James Haggerty, of 
New-York, and the Hon. N. C. Moak, of Albany, 
addressed an immense crowd. From this public 
expression of his popularity at the capital Gov. 
Cieveland will go to-morrow to receive the wel- 
come of his friends and admirers at his home in 
Buffalo. Among those who will take the trip 
with him are Mr. Erastus Corning, Mayor A. 
Bleecker Banks, Corporation Counsel 8. W. 
Rosendale, and several members of his staff.

NORTH CAROLINA’S EXPOSITION. 

RALEIGH, N. C., Oct. 1.—The State Expo- 
sition was opened to-day at2 P.M. Gov. Jarvis 
made the first speech, and referred to the con- 
vention that framed the Constitution of the 
United States and then to the centennial cele- 


bration of 1876. In alluding to Senator Joseph 
R. Hawley, of Connecticut, the Governor said 
he was alike distinguished in peace and 
war, and pronounced him a_ statesman 
of North Carolina birth. Senator Haw- 
ley then spoke fcr more than an hour. 
He referred to the various international exhibi- 
tions of the world, delved deep into the history 
of North Carolina, elaborately referred to the 
Philadelphia exposition, and then urged the 
peopie to erect manufactories and work up the 
raw material at their own doors. He poolingly 
spoke of North Carolina as his birthplace and of 
Shoe Heel, Robeson County, where he went to 
school. Senator Vance congratulated the pecple 
upon the opening of the exposition, and said that 
the orator of the day had become distinguished 
in Connecticut, and then asked what would he 
have been if he had remained in the old North 
State. One thousand members of the State 
Guard were present. It will be a week before 
all the exhibits are in place, but there is enough 
to be seen to-day to justify the assertion that the 
exposition will agrand success. Gov. Jarvis 
beid a recept this ae at the Capito! in 
honor of Serator Hawley. The citizens, with- 
out regard to party, have given Senator Hawley 
a royal welcome. The Senator is highly pleased 
with his reception.

THE PRIME MERIDIAN CONFERENCE. 

WasHinGtron, Oct. 1.—The delegates to 
the Prime Meridian Conference assembled at the 
Department of State at noon to-day and were 
introduced to Secretary Frelinghuysen and Sec- 


retary Gresham. There were 40 delegates, rep- 
resenting Austria, Hungary, Brazil, Colombia, 
Costa Kica, Denmark, France, Germany, Great 
Britain, Guatemala, Hawaii, Italy. Japan, Mex- 
ico. Netherlands, Paraguay, Russia, San Do- 
mingo, San Salvador, Spain, Sweden and Nor- 
way, Switzerland, ‘lurkey, Venezuela, and 
the United States. The largest number 
of delegates was sent by Great Britain, 
four prominent Scientists representing 
that country. Secretary Frelinghuysen 
welcomed the delegates and suggested that 
Count Lewenhaupt, Swedish Minister and Dean 
of the Dipiomatic Corps, be made temporary 
Chairman, On taking the chair Count Lewen- 
haupt suggested that Admiral C. R. P. Rodgers, 
Chairman of che American delegation, be made 
permanent Chairman. Admirai Rodgers, on as- 
suming tie cn2ir, defined the object of the con- 
ference and expressed the hope that a prime 
meridian would be agreed upon. The election 
of Vice-Presidents was dispensed with, and the 
lection of Secretaries was postponed until to- 
morrow, in order to give the delegates an oppor- 
tunity to consult as to the number of Secreta- 
riesto be elected and as to the language in 
which the proceedings shoall be printed. An 
adjournment was taken until 1 o’clock to- 
morrow. 


AN OLD MAN SHOT IN THE SIDE. 
BINGHAMTON, N. Y., Oct. 1.—John Beem- 
er, a Bavarian, only six weeks in this country, 
suddenly became incensed against his employer, 


W. E. Dorwin, a prominent contractor in Owego, 
and made a murderous assault on him Jast night. 
Major Longley, an old man, father-in-law of Mr. 
Dorwin, interfered, and came near getting killed, 

tiring several shots at him, one of which 
took effect in his side. The Bavarian then ran 
swew. but was found by officers this morning. 
He was tocked up to await the result of his vic- 
tim’s injuries.

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THE OUTLOOK FOR OIL. 


AN OIL MAN WHO PREDICTS A LARGE FALL 
IN THE PRICE. 

CLEVELAND, Ohio, Oct. 1—A group of 
oil men were discussing the condition of things 
generally, when this remark was made: “I ex- 
pect to buy crude oil within the next two years 
for 25 cents.” The speaker was Col. Alfred Whit- 
taker, one of the leading refiners of the West. 

“On what do vou base any such statement ?” 
was asked quickly and in some surprise. 

“Tt is a matter of the clearest logic,” re- 
sponded Mr. Whittaker. “* You gentlemen have 
allseen oil range from $10 a barrel to 49 cents, 
with less pressure on the market than there is at 
present. Production has continued to increase 
until to-day there are 40,000.000 barrels in tank, 


and every day the production is far above the 
consumption and oil continues to accumulate. 
The new Fisher field adds still more to the 
amount already on hand, one well recently 
opened producing from 2,500 to 3,000 barrels per 
day. Another fact we must bear in mind is 
this: That every week on the Oil Exchanges 
ot the country all the oil in sight is 
sold over a dozen times, while not a drop 
of it really exchanges hands. Every little 
while these men give a signal that the market 
must be kept up. All thisis an unnatural mar- 
ket, and these Exchanges are really so many play 
houses for these speculative financiers to play in 
awhile. Remember, further, that we must have 
cheap crude in this country to hold the export 
trade. The facts are that we only consume one- 
third of the oil refined here at home. The bal- 
ance is sold for export, and goes to every part of 
the world; first, because of its cheapness, and 
second, because of its superior quality. As one 
of the chosts that will always be a bear on the 
market is the necessity of selling cheap to hold 
our export trade. In the face of this comes the 
production of petroleumin foreign countries, 
Rassia especially, where large refineries have 
been built and are building, One of the best 
evidences of this fact 1s the recent sale of Rus- 
sian oil over American oil in the German mar- 
kets. These oils are pushing their way west, 
into England and Scotiand, already. Of neces- 
sity they must cut off some of our export trade, 
no matter how low we sell our oil. The great 
cry of the last few yearsand the pet dream of 
the producers, and the holders of oil as well, bas 
been to get the production down equal to the 
consumption, and yet every day sees us further 
away from that point. The only hope that can 
be entertained of high-priced crude—and when I 
say that I don’t mean over $2 at most—is to get 
the production down equal to the home con- 
sumption, which is only one-third of the present 
production. 

“With all these almest inevitable possibil- 
ities arrayed against the oil murket, with a 
financial depression which we may look fer 
in the next two or three years at least, 
precipitated by wild railroad schemes, with 
stocks begging for a market, we are un- 
certain where to make investments. It is 
not unreasonable to say, under all these circum- 
stances, that 25 cents will buy crude oil within 
the next two years.”

AN OLD WOMAN’S DEATH. 


SHE PERISHES IN A SWAMP AND IS EATEN 
BY DOGS. 

New-Haven, Conn., Oct. 1.—Miss Polly 
Sherwood, 72 years of age, who lived in the 
backwoods of Western Connecticut, was eaten 
by dogs. Overa month ago she left her house 
to visit her brother, Daniel Sherwood, living 
three miles distant. The day was fair and no- 
body thought there was any chance of harm 
befalling her. After passing Bedford village 


she must have lost her way, and instead of going 
straight ‘on turned off the road toward the 
borders of a wild region called North Castle. 
From bits of dress on bushes and several 
things she had dropped in her roamings, it is 
thought that she attempted to regain the path 
and wandered several miles. How long it was, 
though, that she vainly strove to find an outlet 
from the brush is not known. Finally she got 
into a swamp which covers some two or three 
square miles, and got further and further in it. 
The swamp is ey Oye by anybody, and 
the supposition is that night came on when 
she was still in the’ swamp, and worn 
out with Weariness she down 
to. sleep; --ant— ~ ~cebitied h 
cold and wet with the damp fogs and pestilent 
exhalations of the ‘bog. ot -weather and the 
unusual lack of rain made the swamp drier this 
Fall than for years, and on last Friday a party of 
hunters who were in Bedford thought it would 
be novel to explore the swamp. They went in 
with their dogs. Presently the dogs darted off to 
a place in the underbrush and the calls of their 
owners were neglected. The hunters followed 
and found the dogs gnawing at a lifeless body ofa 
woman. The head had been torn off and the flesh 
was eaten trom the cheeks. The legs had been 
eaten and both arms were found several hundred 
feet from the body, and decomposition was at 
an advanced stage. The discovery wasreported, 
and the friends of Miss Sherwood appeared and 
examined the remains. There were no papers 
on:the body, but shreds of her dark colored 
calico dress were lying around, and near the 
body was found a work with knitting imple- 
ments and her handkerchief. There were no 
signs of foul play, and the Coroner's jury decided 
that she came to her death from exposure.

SIX MEN BARELY ALIVE WHEN RESCUED 
FROM A CAPSIZED CAISSON, 

HAVRE DE GRAcE, Md., Oct. 1.—While 
men were engaged in sinking Caisson No. 9 of 
the new railroad bridge of the Baltimore and 
Ohio Company here this morning the caisson 
suddenly turned on one side and filled with 
water. Several men had just gone down in the 
air-tight apartment from breakfast, and were 
confined there. Air was furnished trom two 


pumps. Men at once began pgm 3 a cof- 
fer dam so the lock couid be reached and 
the door of the chamber opened. Great 
excitement prevailed during tke suspense 
of waiting for the men to be reached. The cais- 
son was floated with air pressure and the water 
pumped out of the first chamber. Mr. O’Brien, 
foreman, descended and opened the door of the 
lock, where six men were found in an exhausted 
ecordition. As soon as Mr. O’Brien signaled that 
the men were alive, loud cheers were given. The 
depth of water where the caisson was sunk was 
between 60 and 75 feet. 

. The men who were imprisoned in the caisson 
were Patrick Kelly, Patrick McGuire, William 
Shortall, Morris Walsh, Henry Villin, and a man 
known as “ Big Jack.”

SETTLEMENTS 1N THE CORN DEAL. 

CurcaGo, Oct. 1.—Most of the defaulters 
in the September corn deal have quietly settied 
with the clique brokers at 87 cents. Rumors of 
several failures proved false upon investiga- 
tion, as did the reports that several shorts 


had settled with notes instead of cash. 
Other defaults are outstanding, but it is 
expected they will be settled without 
trouble. McHenry says his bid of $1 yesterday 
was a genuine one, andif it had been accepted 
he would have run the price up to $1 25 before 
the closing hour. The deal had been a bona fide 
money deal all through, and he had money to 
pay for 500,000 bushels if they had been offered. 
The shorts, he said, covld have settled at any 
time, and they were not crowded to the wall 
witbout being given a show. 

One operator said that receivers had all made 
money for themselves and their customers. The 
only losers and kickers were the Wa)l-street 
operators who had been selling other people’s 

roperty and those operators on ’Change who 
failed on their operations. 'Fhere were no Chi- 
cago men who were big sufferers. October corn 
opened at 57 cents, advanced to 58% cents, and 
closed firm at 58cents. Rumorsofa corner in this 
option are still rite, but the immense amount of 
corn in sight may scare the longs off.

THE STEEL TRADE OUTLOOK. 
PHILADELPHIA, Oct.1.—After the an- 
nual meeting of the Pennsylvania Steel Com- 
pany, which was held to-day, a prominent officer 
ot the company said the outlook of the steel 
trade in Pennsylvania for the coming year is 
bright. The annual report shows that the past 


year, though not as protitable to the company 
as the year previous, was much better for the 
workmen. *“*We have had,’ he said, ** plenty 
of orders, and have succeeded in kee 
ing our workmen employed the year through. 
The prices received, however, were much 
lower than in former years, which material) 
lessened our profits. Tho demand for steel 
now steadily en the increase, and we anticipate 
that the coming year will be a successful one, as 
far as work is concerned, although the stagna- 
tion of the money market will have the effect of 
pocatng prices down. This, I believe, is the out- 
look allover the country. We are the largest 
manufacturers of steel rails, and when we are 
busy there isa general activity of the trade in 
other quarters.”

A HONEYMOON IN A STABLE 


VICTORIA AND HER ERNEST QUAR- 
TERED WITH A COACHMAN. 
ROAMING OVER CONGRESSMAN MITCHELL’S 
GROUNDS AND MAKING LOVE ON THE 

SHORES OF THE SOUND. 

New-HAven, Oct. 1.—Victoria Agnes 
Schelling and Ernest, Morosini’s coachman, are 
at Congressman Charles F. Mitcheli’s country 
seat, on the East Haven shore, a couple of miles 
from New-Haven. They came from New-York 
on the Saturday night boat last Saturday, and 
are spending their honeymoon in the rooms over 
Mr. Mitchell's stables. 

When Mr. Morosin1's detectives and inquisitive 
reporters made it unpleasant for Ernest and 
his 25-year-old bride they looked around for 
some quiet place to spend their first hours of 
enraptured adoration of each other. Nine years 
ago, when Ernest Schelling had not arrived at 
the dignity of being a coachman and driving a 
team, he used to bea groom. One of the coach- 
men under whom he worked was Charles 
Brerton. Brerton is an Englishman. Born 
in London, he came to New-York 25 years ago, 
and served under various mastersthere. When 
Schelling met him Brerton was coachman for 
Charles T. Cook, of Tiffany & Co., who then 
lived on East Nineteenth-street, near Fourth- 
avenue. The two became very chummy, and 
when out of a job, Schelling was accustomed to 
return to his old friend and live with him in the 
stables. Four Summers ago Charles Brerton 
and his family of a wife and son, Charles 
Brerton, Jr.. came to live with Congress- 


man Mitchell at his shore house. For a 
year and a haif Brerton had not seen Schelling, 
though he had heard from him from time to 
time, and in sympathy sided with him in his 
elopement scandal and rumors. When things 
become Og aye for the couple in New-York 
what should be more natural than that they 
should quietly go to their friend and try to get 
eeclusion there till Morosini senior should be 
disposed to do the prodigal act. 

At first 1t was not known to Mr. Mitchell that 
Schelling and his wife were with his coachman, 
but be was soon informed. Mrs. Mitchell took 
an interest in the ccuple and spent this morning 
in talking with them about their plansand giv- 
ine them advice as to what course she thought 
best for them to pursue. Though not received 
as equalsat the great house, Schelling and_ his 
wife are held in favor by Mr. Mitchell's servants, 
notwithstanding the fact that they hold them- 
selves aloof. Their seclusion the servants at- 
tribute to the natural desire of people newly 
married to be left to themselves as much as pos- 
sible, and think tee particular of it. 

Congressman Mitchell’s country place is the 
finest along the shore. It lies on a higher piece 
of land than the villas of his neighbors, com- 
mands a beautiful view of the Sound and har- 
bor,and on a clear day Long Island can be 
plainly seen, and with a strong glass be brought 
almost under the observatory windows. The 
grounds are over 60 acresin extent. Facing the 
main road to the old lighthouse is the * great 
house,” as the servants call it, and the 
finely kept lawn. Behind these are _ the 
conservatories and the cowyard, where 
Mr. Mitchell keeps the cboice Jerseys 
and Alderneys in which he is interested. 
The grounds have about one-third as much 
frontage as the extent back East Havenward. 
Behind the front group of buildings isa small 
wood with drives so narrow that only one buggy 
can go through them at a time under the over- 
hanging trees. There are plots of vegetables, 
small crops, and truit trees to supply the nouse. 
Further south there isa common lane, traveled 
also by the East Haven farmers, and near the 
extreme southeast corner of the whole sixty- 


‘acre tractare the gardener’s cottage on the north 


side of the Jane and the stables and coachman’s 
house on the other. 

Between these two Schelling and wife have 
gravitated, though most of their tume has been 
spent in their regular a over the stables. 

yith the exception of the gardener, Jobn 
Slocum, and coachman,.Charles Brerton, and 
their families, the 21 other scrvants bave had no 
communication or very. little with the eloping 
pair. To all others Schelling has refused to say 
anything at all. On Monday night .he slept in 

egardener'shouse, - He spends his time during 
the day there some, but usuaily he ‘makes his 
callers pass through a regular examination, and 
in all cases, except those of his two protecting 
families, he resolutely and successfully kept 
every body else ower until to-day. 

in his personal habits during his vacation and 
rest after his strife with his esteemed father-in- 
law, Jay Gould's partner, Schelling has kept 
subdued. His side whiskers and mustache exist 
no longer. and his homely face shines without 
any adornment. He is looking all the worse for 
the constant contrast between him and his bride. 
She has changed )or the better, she looks fatter, 
rosier, and more jubilant. Whatever cares 
they have seem to have fallen to his share, for 
there isa slightiy worried look on his face, and 
he comes nearer to looking his age of 36 than the 
25 that a few discounters made it when he first 
won Miss Agnes Morosini’s affections. 

They spend the day alwaystogether. Every 
time the weather permitted, and they have had 
few interruptions from any other power than 
the ancient Morisini in the five days they have 
spent above the horses and carriages, Ernest 
and Victoria Agnes have strolled through the 
grounds looking more likea couple just engaged 
and on the point of being married than twain 
who have been within the matrimonial noose for 
over three weeks. As soon as breakfast is over 
they go out alone. Mr. Mitchell's grounds are 
full of rustic seats, and the mutually 
adoring couple have been trying them 
all. One might suppose that they would find 
life under such circumstances rather dull, but 
Schelling and his Agnes insist that they are now 
enjoying the very happiest period of their lives. 
Arm around waist and lips joined at frequent 
intervals this afternoon they sauntered around 
through the woods, believing that no one was 
looking on, and ay vq remern not caring if any one 
was; indeed, they do seem to have a most hearty 
affection for each other. At any rate, they seem 
able to stand a vast deal of each other’s com- 
pany without complaint. 

Meai hours with the coachman's family vary 
according to the demands of Mr. Mitchell, and 
the breakfast hour alone is pretty regular. As 
soon as the first meal is finished, off start Ernest 
and Victoria. spooning away each minute for all 
it is worth till dinner, for which they bappen in 
with me eg punctuality at sbarp noon. If it is 
not ready then they wait. Waiting for meals, in 
fact, is practically all the day time they spend 
under the roof of Charles Brerton, the coachman. 
When dinner is served they hurriedly eat and 
off they go rambling again. Supper is ordi- 
narily -at 6 P. M., and they return to their 
stable apartments about dusk. Ali the rest 
of their time is spent in their rooms over the 
stable. Thisistheir regular routine. Schelling 
hasimagined that no one has known anything 
about where he and his wife were, and ‘they 
have religiously kept away from New-Haven, 
going to no places where they might be seen or- 
dinarily by people other than the servants of 
Congressman Mitchell.

ROBBING THE MAILS.

INSPECTOR NEWCOMBE LOOKING FOR A 
THIEF WHO STOLE $10,000. 

New-Haven, Conn., Oct. 1.—A robbery 
of the United States registered mail somewhere 
between New-Haven and East Hampton, Conn., 
atown near Middletown, in Middlesex County, 
has come to light to-day. Inspector Newcombe, 
of the United States Postal Detective Service, 
arrived here to-day and is now at work upon the 
case. He is very uncommunicative, as is 
Postmaster Sperry, but it was learned 
that a registered letter containing $10,500 


in stocks and bonds, sent by a New-York broker 
to a customer in East Hampton. had been rifled 
on its way. It appears that George Crosby, @ 
broker doing business at No. 30 Broad-street, 
New-York, Monday afternoon took a letter 
and package containing over $10,000 worth 
of securities to the Post Office in that city 
and had it registered to Jobn L. Watrous, 
of East Hampton, a manufacturer of 
that town. hen this package, which 
on the postal list appears as registered letter No. 
.784, reached its destination the contents were 
missing, in their place being asheet of brown 
paper neatly folded. The envelope presented 
every evidence of having been opened and re- 
sealed, so much so that Postmaster Sears refused 
to sign the requisite receipts. Mr. Watrous was 
notified, and he telegraphed Mr. Crosby of the 
loss, who at once informed Postmaster Pear- 
son, of New-York, and_. then _ started 
for New-Haven. Postmaster Sears also 
come down and both met InspectorNewcombe at 
the Union Railroad station this forenoon the 
East Hampton Postmaster bringing with him 
the transferred envelope, which is one of the 
Government's registered packets in which ail 
registered matter must be placed. Mr. Crosby's 
securities, as the postal laws require, were placed 
in this envelope, which was closed by_the clerk 
in the New-York office, then sealed and addressed 
to the Postmaster at East Hampton. It has 
already been traced from the New-York office 
to the office in this city, where it arrived, it is 
presumed, in good condition, as it bears the 
stamp of the New-Haven office. n 

The packet, it seems,remained in the New-Haven 
Office over night and went up to East Hampton 
early yesterday morning, but, according to 
Postmaster Sears, when it reached him the con- 
tents were missing. Whether the securities were 
stolen while in the office here or between New- 
Haven and East Hampton is the question In- 
spector Newcombe is trying to settle. The 
packet had been opened at the right end, the lap 
of the envelope having been evidently torn 
apart with a knife and then gummed together 
after the bonds were removed. This evening In- 
spector Newcombe said he had secured evidence 
sufficient to prove the letter was not tampered 
with here, but probably between this city and 
East Hampton, which isa country place. Post- 
master Sperry is booked for a Blaine and 
Logan speech at Putnam to-night; conse- 
quently he left indignant Broker Crosby 
on the raiiroad platform to-day mourning his 
loss. As Mr. Crosby saw the train carry off New- 
Haven’s Postmaster he remarked: “ There he 
goes. Your Postmaster can go off when he 
pleases and let the Post Office run itself. What 
does he care about the robbery? he don’t care a 
blank. Well, it only shows how things are 
managed by the Republicans. If I was a Post- 
master and such a thing happened as near the 
New-York office as this I don’t believe that I 
would go running about the country making 
political speeches.”’ Inspector Newcombe thinks 
he will have the thief in a day or two. :

Rome, Oct. 1.—The reports of the chelera 
epidemic in Italy for the past 24 hours show a 
total of 433 fresh cases and 197 deaths, against 421 
cases and 229 deaths for the preceding 24 hours. 
The totals reported to-day include 136 cases and 
57 deaths in Naples, and $2 cases and 80 deaths in 
Genoa. The Pope has announced his intention 


of making the Lateran palace a cholera hospital 
should the necessity arise for such action. 


MADRID, Oct. 1.—There were three fresh 
cases of cholera reported to-day in the Province 
of Alicante, and three in the Province of Tarra- 
gona. In the former Province there were two 
deaths from the disease, and in the latter there 
was none. 


Parris, Oct. 1.—There were seven deaths 
from cholera in France to-day, including two at 
Aubervilliers, a suburb of Paris. 


ADMIRAL COURBET AT KEE-LUNG. 

Paris, Oct. 1.—It is semi-officially stated 
that Admiral Courbet made his promised de- 
scent upon the city of Kee-lung, on the island of 
Yormosa, yesterday. 

Le Paris denies that negotiations for peace are 
on foot between France and China, and adds: 


“It is now for Admiral Courbet, not diplomacy, 
to speak.’ The 7'é!éyraphe has received informa- 
tion that Mer.

BAttrrmoreE, Md., Oct. 1.—The will of the 
late Jonn W. Garrett was filed in the Orphans’ 
Court of Baltimore County to-day. It is dated 
at Deer Park, Aug. 1, 1884, and witnessed by 
Andrew Anderson, 8. Spencer, and W. 8. Town- 
send. Mr. Garrett left to his sons, Robert Gar- 
rett and Thomas Harrison Garrett, and his 
daughter, Mary Elizabeth Garrett, and the sur- 
vivors or survivor of them and their heirs, all 
his estate, real, personal, and mixed, upon the 
following trusts: 

To his son Robert, dwelling No. 71 Mount 
Vernon-place; to hisson Thomas Harrison Gar- 
rett the property known as “Evergreen,” iv 
Baltimore County; to his daughter Mary Eliza-.. 
beth, the dwelling house at the southeast cor- 
ner of Monument and Cathedral streets, the 
country house on the Hillen road, in Baltimore 
County, and the Garrett cottage at Deer Park, 
with all the furniture, plate, pictures, and other 
household effects in each of them, with all his 
horses and carriages used for family purposes; 
to his sister Elizabeth B. Garrett, dwelling No. 
50 Mount Vernon-place, with the furniture, 
horses, &c., connected therewith. Then these 
clauses follow: 

“And upon the further trust that my said Trust~ 
ees shall, from the stocks and bonds belonging 
to my estate, select such good interest-bearing 
securities as shall amount to the sum of $100,000, 
or in their option invest the sum of $100,000 in 
such manner as to produce the yearly sum of 
$6,000, which said sum I desire shall be paid yearly 
to aid in improving the condition of the poor ir 
the city of Baltimore, the first payment to be 
made at the expiration of one year from my 
death, and continue thereafter in perpetu- 
ity, and as I have a_ very favorable 
opinion of the usefulness and effectiveness 
of the present organization or body cor- 
porate known as the ‘ Baitimore “Association 
for tbe Improvement of the Condition of the 
Poor,’I recommend my said Trustees, so long as 
in their judgment this charitable institution is 


efficiently managed, to give said sum of $6,000 to 
the said association annually for the purposes 
aforesaid. And upon the further trust out of 
the net income of my estate to devote the sum 
of $59,000 annually to sucn objects of benevo- 
lence, to educational purposes, to aid virtuous 
and romps or persons, and to such works of’ 
— utility asare calculated to promote the 
appiness, usefulness, and progress of soci- 
said amount of $50,000 per annum 
be apportioned to the furtherance 
of such objects and to the  accomplish- 
ments of such ends in the judgment and 
at the discretion of my Trustees. It is my will 
and [ so direct that the contributions to the pur- 
poses named in this clause shall continue during 
the lifetime of my children—Robert Garrett, 
Thomas Harrison Garrett, and Mary Elizabeth 
Garrett, and of the survivors and survivor of 
them, and that the same shall be continued 
thereafter by their heirs if the condition of the 
estate will then justify the said appropriation. 
I desire that the contributions and assistance to 
be given under this clause of my will shall, as 
far as practicable, be devoted tothe promotion 
of the objects herein named in the city of Balti- 
more and in the State of Maryland; but in case 
of special suffering or distress in other commu- 
nities my said Trustees shall have the power to 
use their discretion and judgment in relieving 
the same. 

“ Asin this clause of my will I dispose of cer- 
tain shares of stock of the Baltimore and Ohio 
Railroad Company, I deem it proper to indicate 
the reasons for making the disposition of that 
stock as herein provided. While the city of 
Baltimore holds its large interest in the stock of 
that company, and the Johns Hopkins Univer- 
sity, following the! advice and recommenda- 
tion of its founder, continues to be the pro- 
prietor of such a large proportion of the com- 
patiy’s shares, and while the shares of 
stock which [ bequeath to my ‘Trustees 
remain in their hands or their successors, I 
fee! confident that these three large proprietors, 
co-operating with others alike interested in the 
welfare and growth of Baltimore, will coutrol the 
management of the road in the interests of that 
city. Iam therefore desirous that said Trustees 
and their successors shall retain the ownership 
of the shares of stock hereinafter mentioned in. 
order to aid inarrving out a line of policy 
which I believe has. accomplished great results 
alike beneficial to the city of Baltimore and to 
the State of Maryland, as well as to the many 
other States and communities which have been; 
brought by the Baltimore and Ohio Railroad 
into close business relations with the city of 
Baltimore. I believe the policy of managing 
this road so as to bring the greatest benefits to 
that city has been a wise one for the road and 
city and also for the States and communities 
reached by it.and its co-operating lines.. My 
children, who act asymy Trustees, are well ac- 
quainted with the lines of policy I approve in 
connection with the Baltimore and Ohio Rail. 
road, whose improvement and development have 
constituted a large part of the work of my 
life, and I have confidence that in representing 
this stock they will, as.far as.1t is in their 
power, co-operate with the other proprietora of 
the capital of the company in carrying out 
such policy. It is therefore my will, and I order 
and direct, that’said Trustees{and their successors 
in this trust shall, out of my estate, hold 30,000 
shares of the common stock of the Baltimore 
and Ohio Railroad Company for 20 years after 
the date of my death, at which date distribution 
and division of such stock at the option of the 
parties interested shall be made as_ follows, 
namely: One-third to my son Robert Garrett, 
one-third to my son Thomas Harrison Garrett, 
and one-third to my daughter, Mary, Elizabeth 
Garrett. In the event of the death of 
either of my sons or daughter, then the one 
third portion belonging to such son or daughter 
shall go to his or her heirs, Executors, Adminis- 
trators, or assigns. And during said period of 20 
years after the date ot my death, while such 
stock is so held by said Trustees and their suc- 
cessors, they shall pay the net income therefrom 
to my said three children—Robert Garrett, 
Thomas Harrison Garrett, and Mary Elizabeth 
Garrett—in equal parts during the lives of my 
said children, and after the death of any of my 
said children then his or her share of said net 
income is to be paid to his or her heirs.”

THE STAGE’S LA’ 


CAPT. CONNER ON JOHN M’CUL- 
LOUGH’S ILLNESS. 
fHE° TRAGEDIAN PERSISTENTLY BADGERED 
—‘* THE ARTIST’S DAUGHTER”’—A NEW 
COMIC OPERA—MISCELLANEOUS. 

There is a generally developed belief 
among people connected with theatres in New- 
York, who have been acquainted with John Me- 
Culiough, that the occasion of his present diffi- 
culties lies largely in the harrying to which he 
has been very widely subjected for a good many 
months back. Capt. William M. Conner, who 
has for a number of years been Mr. McCullough’s 
closest associate, both socially and in business, 
was saying yesterday that if the tragedian could 
have been let alone there would have been a very 
different story to tell at this time. ‘“‘ You are a 
pretty healthy looking specimen,” said Capt. 
Conner, measuring me off as he spoke, “ and you 
don’t think anything of an ordinary character 
would break you down. But let me tell you of 
something that certainly wouldn't help you. 
Suppose you met 7 or 100 people a day, 
some of whom knew you intimately, and some 
of whom bad a merely passing acquaintance 
with you, and supposing every mother’s son of 
them gripped you mournfully by the hand, 
looked into your face with an expression of ten- 
der melancholy, and said: ‘ What is all this the 
papers are saying about your failing intellect? 
Is ittrue? I am awfully sorry, old fellow—and 
you do look badly this morning!’ How would 
that strike you. I reckon it would get monot- 
onous after awhile. You might even get to 
looking upon yourself asa fearful wreck. Well, 
thet is precisely what is the case with McOul- 


lough. Two years ago he was somewhat upset 
by an accident, and the papers were full of his 
illness. Nobody had ever known before of his 
being sick,and a really trifling matter became 
very much magnified. The newspapers began 
to think McCullough was going to pieces, 
chietiy because his friends all chattered as 
they did. He isa very sensitive men, in spite of 
his rugged and sturdy exterior, and be felt with 
extreme keenness the constant refiection that 
he was being looked upon as an invalid. It made 
him moody, reflective, and troubled. Constant- 
ly it preyed upon his mind. Once in a while he 
would shake himself loose, and ne would be his 
old self again. Then more of his friends would 
come around and condole with him, and they 
simply wore him out. I don’t wonder. The 
only thing astonishing about it is that he isn’t 
dead. It is enough to drive a man simply wild. 
It was to get him away from everybody he 
knew that I begged him to go abroad last Sum- 
mer. I tried to get him to stay away a couple 
of years. His money is so invested that it brings 
him a very comfortabale income, and 
argued that if he would get a good 
body servant and stay in Germany a couple 
of seasons doing nothing, it would _ re- 
lieve bis mind and build him up phys- 
ically. 1 told him he could on bis second year 
get an engagement or two in Berlin and Vienna, 
where they are very kind to American actors, 
and after that he could come back to America a 
good deal stronger as a star than he was before. 
The only thing in the worid he meeded was re- 
laxation. But be would not listen. He said this 
country was good enough for him, and he didn’t 
Want tostand around and donothing. He could 
not be argued with and I gaveitup. The only 
thing I succeeded in doing was to gc¢t him to put 
off the opening of his season until the middle of 
September. When he got back here_just before 
that he was in first-rate condition. He had not 
touched a cigar or a giass of liquor for months, 
and the rest had done him good. Well, 
he got to knocking about with his friends 
and it didn’t help him. As a matter of fact 
it injured his stomach, and that in its turn af- 
fected his whole system. I advised him not to 
try to act in hot weather, and he thought he 
wouldn't. Then a morning paper printed a 
paragraph stating that he had been roaming 
about aimlessly, and that did him more harm 
than anything that had happened before. He 
then said he would go to work instantly, 
whether folks 1iked it or not. And hedid. One 
or two Western papers took their cue from the 
aragraph I have mentioned, and vay | never | 
bim escape. They kept picturing him in al 
kinds of painful positions, and that finally broke 
his heart. I don’t know what Brooks has 
done about the future. He telegraphed me 
for advice, and I “(ry that he was to see what 
McCullough wanted to do, and act accordingly. 
There is no use in badgering him any more. He 
has had guite enough of that. If he wants to 
act, why, jet him. If he doesn't, then let him 
rest. Personally, I should be better satisfied if 
he were to accept my original advice and go 
abruad for a while. I still think it would do 
bim an immense deal of good to be left severely 
alone. There will probably be a lot of stuff 
printed about him now that has very little found- 
ation, and is only calculated to worry him 
further. It is too bad. McCullough never did 
anything in his life to hurt anybody, and this 
gicating over his misfortunes is only a continua- 
tion of the policy that is responsible for his pres- 
ent condition.”’ co 

The new play which will be brought out on 
Monday evening at the Union-Square Theatre is 
practically ready for production at this writing.

These sayings have wisdom in them which 
may well be pondered by others than Pro- 
hibitionists. As Mr. St. JOHN says, the 
people should ‘‘ stop and think,” which is 
precisely what the leaders of the Blaine 
party are trying to prevent them from 
doing. 


The news from all quarters is disheart- 
ening for the Blaine managers. Our cor- 
respondent at Washington notes the evil 
tidings which reach the supporters of 
the ticket there from various States. 
The same tone pervades the most 
trustworthy information which the 
mails and wires bring to this city. We 
are informed also that the success of the 
Okio caravan has been disappointing to 
its managers. It is evident to any one 
who has eyes to see and ears to hear that 
the Blaine ticket is sinking. 


One quarter of the fiscal year 1885 has 
passed. The debt statement of yesterday 
shows a decrease for September of the 
total debt, less cash in the Treasury, a lit- 
tle over $12,000,000, ($12,047,039.) During 
July it was not quite $4,000,000 and dur- 
ing August it was $8,500,000, making for 
the quarter $24,500,000. We shall now be 
prepared to hear that the debt reduction 
has increased every month since Mr. 
BLAINE was nominated, with the infer- 
ence that this is due to his tremendous 
financial ability. We have only to repeat, 
what all sober-minded men will concede, 
that the maintenance of taxation for such 
extravagant payment of the debt is a 
costly blunder of which both parties 
ought to be heartily ashamed. 


MR. BLAINE’S LATEST ATTEMPT. 


Mr. W. D. LEE hastens, ‘‘in justice to 
Mr. BLAINE,” “‘ to say that his letter to the 
Hon. H. S&S. Bunpy, dated Bar Harbor, 
Me., July 22,* * * is true,” and he 
then proceeds to show that it is false. One 
of the statements in Mr. BLAINE’s. letter 
was as follows: ‘‘ Nor have lat any time 
owned a share of stock in any coal, iron, 
or land company in the State of Ohio.” 
Mr. LEE says: ‘In 1880 I solicited 
Mr. BLAINE, through the Hon, THOMAS 
EwInc, my attorney, to _ subscribe 
for one share in what was styled 
the ‘Hope Furnace Tract Associa- 
tion,’ for which he was to pay $25,000. 
This subscription was made and paid 
upon the condition that if at the end of 
two years Mr. BLatNe should decide not 
to take the one share, then, upon notice 
to that effect, I agreed to refund the 
amount paid with 6 per cent. interest, and 
the transaction should be regarded as a 
loan.” And he goes on to say that, “ at 
the end of the two years,” Mr. BLAINE 
gave notice and got a promise of repay- 
ment and $50,000 bonds of the Standard 
Coal and Iron Company as collateral. 

This statement on its face shows that 
Mr. BLAINE’s declaration that he did not 
“at any time” own a share in a land com- 
pany in Ohio was false, for Mr. LEE says 
that he subscribed for such a share and 
paid the subscription. If Mr. LEE after- 
ward bought that share at par and inter- 
est it was not the less in the interval Mr. 
BLAINeE’s share and no one else’s, The re- 
ceipt BLAINE held was for ‘$25,187 50, 
being payment in full for one share in the 
association formed for the purchase of 
lands known as the Hope Furnace Tract.” 
It may be added _ that the lands 
were purchased, and from the 17th 
of December, 1880, when the receipt was 
given, to the 25th of May, 1882, Mr. 
BLAINE was the sole and full owner of one 
share of the company. The explanation 
given by Mr. Lee not only shows the 
falsity of Mr.’ BLAINE’s assertion, but it 
does not explain the documents in the 
case. He says the transaction was to 
be regarded as a loan, on notice to 
be given after ‘ two years, and . that 
‘‘at the end of the two years” the notice 
was given, and $50,000 bonds were placed 
in Mr. ELKINs’s hands for BLAINE, as se- 
curity for payment. But Mr. BLAINE sub- 
scribed and paid for the share of the 
Hope Furnace Tract Association Dec. 13, 
1880, and got his receipt under date of 
Dec. 17. The bonds were turned over to 
ELK1ns on the 25th of May, 1882, seventeen 
months afterward, and seven months be- 
fore ‘‘the end of the two years.” The 
discrepancy is not important except as 
showing the looseness of Mr, LEzr’s state- 
ments. - Again, Mr.’ BLAINE says the 
alleged loan was made five years ago; Mr. 
‘LEE says it was made a little more than 
“two years since. Mr. BLAINE says the 
loan was for $12,500; Mr. LEE says it was

It is'a surpriseto many how Mr. BLAINE, 
with his reputation for ‘“‘shrewdness” and 
‘*smartness,” gets himself so tangled upin 
falsehoods every time ho undertakes to 
explain a personal transaction. But the 
explanation is not far to seek. Mr. 
BLarNe’s acuteness has been developed 
in the lower range of politics, in 
the field of intrigue, chicane, 
cheap partisanship. Here his transac- 
tions have been necessarily secret and con- 
fidential. No record was kept, no account- 
ability was required or was possible. Few 
persons were admitted to a knowledge of 
what was going on, and these had the 
strongest motive to stand by each other. 
On the other hand, Mr. Buartne’s habit of 
statement has been acquired in the same 
school. He has cultivated the art of 
making plausible declarations and ex- 
planations in an open and apparently 
frank fashion for the effect of the moment, 
appealing to the passions and prejudices of 
partisans, not to the calm judgment of 
impartial critics. When he has been re- 
quired to make a logical statement, based 
on facts: and.addressed to the reason of 
well-informed persons, he has uniformly. 
broken down. His diplomatic documents 
were loose tissues of reckless assertion, 
mistaken law and misplaced zeal, which 
it was impossible to sustain, and which 
were treated with ill-disguised contempt 
by even the minor diplomats. His ‘‘ His- 
tory,” when it left the field of par- 
ty politics, was marked by inexact- 
ness, and in that field was marked 
by the most unpardonable misrepresenta- 
tion. The faults of his character and his 
training come out strongest in his person- 
al statements. His habit of sweeping as- 
sertion and disregard of facts betrays him. 
He forgets the record which exists. He 
forgets the certainty of exposure. He 
flounders on from one falsehood to an- 
other, sinking deeper with every effort to 
get out. He has long since reached the 
point where any man attempting to de- 
fend him injures not only Mr. BLAINE 
but himself. Mr. PHELPS was the first 
example. Mr. LEE is the latest, but he 
will not be the last. 


THE CITY VOTE. 

Those who imagine that Tammany in- 
tends to run its straight city and county 
ticket without looking for any support 
except what the ticket itself will attract 
must assume that Tammany intends to be 
defeated for the sake of revealing its exact 
voting power or else they have not care- 
fully studied the relative strength of polit- 
ical factions in this city. There is proba- 
bly no constituency in the country in 


which there is such a large uncertain ele-’ 


ment and so variable a vote, but there are 
limits beyond which the variation is not 
likely to go. 

The largest vote ever cast in the city 
was that of 1880, when it was 205,379, and 
this was some 12,000 below the registry. 
The increase of voting population in four 
years is about 10 per cent., and an equally 
full vote this year would be over 225.000. 
In 1880 the Republican Electoral ticket re- 
ceived 81,730 votes, and the Democratic 
ticket 123,013. The proportion at other 
elections has varied materially from this, 
and generally to the disadvantage of the 
Republicans. Had the circumstances of 
the present canvass been favorable to the 
Republican Party it might have retained its 
ratio of the total vote, which would have 
been about 90,000 to 135,000 for the Dem- 
ocrats, but it is not likely to retain any- 
thing like that proportion. Still, these 
figures may be taken as roughly indicating 
the relative party strength if the condi- 
tions were favorable for measuring it 
fairly. 

How, then, are the 135,000 possible 
Democratic votes divided between the 
factions of that party? In 1879, when 
JOHN KELLY ran for Governor, he re- 
ceived the faithful support of his Tam- 
many followers and polled 43,047 votes in 
this city. Rosrinson’s vote of 60,556 
gave no indication of the strength of the 
anti-Tammany Democrats, as he received 
many Republican votes which CoRNELL’s 
candidacy could not command. But 
in 1881 there were three candidates 
for Surrogate, the total vote for whom 
was 148,385. Mr. RoLLINs, the Repub- 
lican candidate, received 57,275; WALKER, 
County Democrat, 43,454, and CaLvin, 
supported by Tammany and Irving Hall, 
46,914. This year Irving Hall is with 
the County Democracy, and there is 
every reason to believe that the 
two organizations united are at least 
as strong as Tammany alone. ‘Moreover, 
the unqualified fidelity of these factions 
to the national ticket of the party will give 
them a certain advantage. Aside from 
the complication introduced by the na- 
tional contest, the Republican Party in the 
city could outvote either of the Democratic 
factions by a safe margin, but it is so 
weakened by the revolt from BLAINE that 
nothing but an exceptionally good city 
ticket, with quite an unwonted evidence 
of good faith in supporting it, would hold 
the party together in the municipal con- 
test. 

There is at all times a considerable in- 
dependent vote to be counted on in city 
elections, provided it is properly appealed 
to. In 1880 the Democrats united on a 
municipal ticket and nominated Mr. 
Grace for Mayor. The Republican can- 
didate, Mr. Down, received sufficient in- 
dependent support, notwithstanding it 
was a Presidential year, to poll 98,715 
votes against 101,760 for Gracr. It is 
not unlikely that the complete union of 
the Republicans in behalf of the national 
ticket aided him, but, on the other hand, 
KELLY was accused of trading off more 
or less of the Tammany vote on the Elect- 
oral ticket to make sure of the election of 
his municipal candidates, 

‘ There are probably no less than 20,000 
voters in the city sufficiently accustomed 
to discriminate between their duty as citi- 
zens of New-York and their duty as citi- 
zens of the United States to cast their 
votes for Mayor without reference to their 
general party preferences. Their votes 
are not at all likely to go to the Tammany 
ticket. <A strong anti-Tammany Demo- 
cratic ticket would be pretty sure to 
attract them. The determination of 
independent Republicans to support 


and: 


CLaevzianp would add materially to this 
contingent. Making Taramany the ex- 
travagant allowance of 70,000 of the 135,- 


-000 Democratic votes, and leaving only 


65,000 to the County Democracy and Ir- 
ving Hall, it is evident that the chance of 
the latter ina municipal contest with a 
good ticket would be by far the better. It 
is not unlikely that it could add 30,000 to 
its vote from outside sources. 

It is surmised thai in spite of his pledges 
JOHN KgLLY may strike a bargain with 
the Republican machine for support for 
his municipal ticket in return for votes for 
BLAINE, or even half votes covered with 
the name of Butter. It is not credible 
that this would helphim. The number of 
votes that could be exchanged in this way 
under the peculiar conditions of the pres- 
ent canvass would not exceed 10,000 on 
each side. These would do BLAINE no good 
and would not save KeLtty. Any dummy 
nominations by the O’Brien Republicans 
would drive Republican votes to the other 
Democratic ticket, and would not be un- 
likely to increase the defection from the 
Blaine Electoral ticket. In whatever way 
we look at it, it seems clear that Tammany 
can have no expectation of succeeding 
with its straight ticket, and the only 
rational explanation of its purpose is that 
it is to be used as a basis for proposals 
which may bring the Democratic factions 
together in support of a single list of can- 
didates. 


THEY ARE BADLY SCARED. 

No one ever accused Mr. BLAINE of be- 
ing alazy man. We have to-day a fresh 
proof of his energy and bustling industry 
in a remarkable ‘‘address” issued by the 
Republican National Committee at its 
‘‘new Southern headquarters in Nash- 
ville.” The first paragraph betrays by two 
unmistakable tokens the authorship of 
this appeal for votes in that section of the 
Republic of which Mr. Buatng, during his 
career in the House and Senate, was one 
of the most constant, conspicuous, and 
malignant vilifiers. 

In what is there written about the Re- 
publican appeal, ‘‘ with earnest good faith 
and in the spirit of American fraternity, 
to the intelligence, enterprise, honorable 
ambitions, and American instincts and 
aspirations of the Southern people,” with 
other free-flowing gush and high-sound- 
ing humbug of hke description, the pen 
of BLAINE is clearly visible; and in per- 
petrating the startling Blaineism of the 
next sentence, in which it is assert- 
ed that this appeal to Southern . votes 
‘*has not been made until the Republican 
campaign in the North and West has be- 
come so clearly a predestined success,” 
&c., &c., the Republican candidate stands 
forth confessed, all his tattooed surface 
glowing with the light and joy of a new 
though not needless falsehood, his white 
feathers dancing merrily over his familiar 
features, and magnetism mixed with the 
rank odor of the Mulligan letters distilling 
from his every pore. 

The address throughout sounds but one 
note. It is a bid for the Southern vote on 
the tariff issue, full of clap-trap, but clap- 
trap too transparent to be dangerous, and 
abounding in figures pitchforked to- 
gether in that loose way which is 
Mr. BLAINE’s only way (of hand- 
ling figures.. The Southern voters will 
be very little moved by this appeal. 
They aré not thinking about the tariff this 
year, and if they were they would see no 
reason in all that this address contains for 
preferring the platform on which Mr. 
BLAINE stands to that on which Mr. 
CLEVELAND stands. 

This move of Mr. BLAINE and his Na- 
tional Committee is an unmistakable evi- 
dence of alarm. The great States of the 
North and West are surely slipping from 
them and they turn in desperation to 
the South. No drowning man of Mr. 
BLAINE’s stony aptness at sinking was ever 
yet saved by a straw so slender as this one 
he clutches at from his ‘‘ new Southern 
headquarters at Nashville.” 


THE MERIDIAN CONFERENCE. 


The call for the International Confer- 
ence, which met at Washington yesterday, 
specified no particular meridian or me- 
ridians as having claims to selection as the 
universal prime. Nevertheless, it has from 
the first been obvious that the arguments 
were overwhelming in favor of selecting 
the Greenwich meridian. The question 
involved is in no respect one of national 
pride, but simply of scientific and com- 
mercial convenience. For this reason it is 
evident, in the first place, that inasmuch 
as theoretically one place is as good as an- 
other for the zero of longitude, some merid- 
ian already in use shuold be fixed upon. It 
is equally evident that, other things being 
equal, the meridian selected for the com- 
mon prime should be the one which can 
be adopted on all hands with the fewest 
changes in existing charts and systems of 
navigation. 

We find the British Empire, which 
takes in portions of the globe as wide- 
spread and extensive as Canada, India, 
and Australia, using the Greenwich me- 
ridian exclusively, and the United States, 
Germany, the Netherlands, and Russia 
using it for nautical purposes. Certainly 
Americans would not expect the Green- 
wich zero to be displaced by that of 
Washington, nor the Germans by that of 
Berlin, nor the Russians by that of St. 
Petersburg, merely because their respect- 
ive national capitals are made nominal 
prime meridians in certain of their topo- 
graphical maps. Amsterdam, Copen- 
hagen, and San Fernando are apparently 
still more out of the question as primes. 
The only serious competitor of Greenwich 
would seem to be Paris; and the use of 
that meridian by France, with a second- 
ary employment of it by Russia, which 
gives Greenwich the preference, can con- 
stitute only a minor claim compared with 
that of Greenwich. 

Although on some of our maps longi- 
tude is reckoned from Washington as well 
as from Greenwich, yet in practice notone 
man in a thousand would think of the 
longitude of New-York or any other city 
of the Union in its relation to the nation- 
al capital. Still less would the Washing- 
ton prime be considered in navigation. We 
may therefore conclude that the English- 
speaking people of the world are substan- 
tially agreed on this auestiop- But these 


people already absorb a great, majority of 
the carrying trade ‘of the world. They 
have more than half the shipping of the 
world, reckoned in tonnage. The vast 
aggregate area covered by the United 
States, the United Kingdom, and the Brit- 


‘ish colonics is also to be considered in set- 


ting up a standard-of time reckoning, 
especially if France be the country 
whose local meridian would displace 
that of Greenwich. Area in this case rep- 
resents also railway, telegraph, and postal 
lines, extending hundreds.of thousands of 
miles, The rate of growth in population 
and wealth, also, of the English-speaking 
countries, especially the United States and 
Australia, is worthy to be taken into con- 
sideration. These points are, nevertheless, 
subordinate to the central fact that Green- 
wich is already in use as a prime by a vast 
proportion of the nautical and mercantile 
world. 

In short, the reasons which dictate the 
selection of Greenwich as the universal 
prime are so strong that the selection by 
the Conference of any other now in use 
would need to be supported by the produc- 
tion of very weighty arguments, now not 
at all obvious or even suspected. 





The Receivership of the West Shore Rail- 
road has been settled at last. The appli- 
cation was originally made by the United 
States Trust Company early in June, at 
Newburg, in Orange County, and Judge 
BROWN granted the order and appointed 
ex-Judge Horace Russe. and THEODORE 
Hovston, Vice-President of the company, 
Receivers in spite of the provisions of the 
law requiring all. such appointments to be 
made in the judicial district in which the 
company’s, principal business is done. 
This was doubtless an oversight, there 
being at the time no _ objection 
made. In August certain bondholders 
applied in this city by intervention 
of the Attorney-General for a new appoint- 
ment of Receivers, on the ground that the 
former one was invalid. This application 
was granted and Judge RUSSELL was re- 
appointed, but Mr. Houston was not, as 
charges had been made against him. 
Judge DaNIELs then held that his position 
as an officer of the cempany did not dis- 
qualify him, but that the charges should 
beexamined. He now holds that they are 
not sustained, and the original Receivers 
are placed in charge of the property, it 
having taken nearly four months to rec- 
tify the mistake of going up to Newburg 
to get Receivers appointed for a company 
having its principal office in this city. 





AMUSEMENTS. 


THALIA THEATRE. 

The Thalia Theatre was reopened for the 
season last evening, and avery large audience 
sat through the representation of Laube’s five- 
act play entitled ‘* Die Karlschtller.” To men- 
tion the fact embodied in the latter half of 
the sentence is to indicate with sufficient 
clearness that ‘Die Karlschiiler” is still con- 
sidered an interesting drama by German 
playgoers, and it proves also that the per- 
formance was not ineffective. The piece 


impresses the modern critic and the cos- 
mopolitan amusement seeker as possessed of 
more literary excellence than theatrical merit. 
Built upon an episode of young Schiller’s life, it 
strikes one as embodying a succession of 
scenes of greater or less importance and 
reproductive value, rather than what is 
generally regarded as a plot, with a dis- 
tinct dramatic progression and a series of 
climaxes. It may be argued that many French 
and English plays of the period are utterly want- 
ing in the elaborately drawn characters and the 
beautiful language for which such works 
as Laube’s are conspicuous, but it is doubtful 
if, between the two extremes, a _ nine- 
teenth century audience does not prefer in- 
genious construction and powerful episodes to 
minutely limned personages and polished dia- 
logue. That many people still cling to the 
older patterns of the drama was, how- 
ever, evinced by the patience with which 
the assemblage watched, last evening, the 
persecution of the poet by Duke Kar! of Wiir- 
temberg, sympathized with his lamentations 
and kindled with his passionate outbursts 
against tyranny. The severity of the Duke, the 
astonishing pertness—astonishing, above all, at 
a German Count—of Frau Generalin Rieger, 
the coquétry and tenderness of Laura, and the 
comicalities of Sergeant Bleistift held the atten- 
tion of the spectators with quite as much firm- 
ness, and the stillness of the auditorium was only 
disturbed by occasional rounds of applause. The 
representation asa whole was smooth, and the 
acting of Herr Patege, (Duke Karl,) of Herr 
Walter, (Sergeant Bleistift,) and of Frau 
Schmitz, (Frau Ruieger,) called forth many de- 
monstrations of approval. Herr Alexander's 
represensation of Schiller was somewhat 
too lachrymose, and Fraulein Hiller was a feeble 
Laura. All the minor réles were in competent 
hands, and the management of the stage left 
nothing to be wished for; but the scenery was 
ultra familiar and inappropriate.

Ems, the season will begin on Nov. 17 and will 
include 38 evening and 12 matinée performances. 

The offer of Mr. Key was declined because the 
acceptance of it would have prevented the carry- 
ing on of the work of redecorating the house.

He was re- 
ceived by the Governor of the Home, Gen. 
Patrick, and shown through the buildings and 
grounds.

HAMILTON, Ohio, Oct. 1.—Aft 12:20 o'clock 
the train arrived here, and Mr. Blaine and party

CITIZENS OF ORTO: It is now 40 years since the 
question of a protective teriff engaged the attention of 
the American people as profoundly as it does to-day. 
jt was in the contest between Mr. Clay and Mr. Polk, 
in 1844. that the great nationa!' debate on the question 
took piace and the great pee tariff was defeated, 
not by the pupular vote, but by the bad faith of the 
party which succeeded in the election, and 1 beg to 
call your attention—the attention of a large manu- 
facturing population—to the fact that the policy of 
protecting American industry bas never been defeated 
in the United States by a popular vote. The contrary 
policy bas been forced upon the people at different 
times through the bad faith of their representatives, 
but never, l repeat, by the popular vote upon # del!b- 
erate appeal to the people in their primary capacity. 
it theretore would seem to be the duty of the people 
of the United States, if by a majority they believe in 
the policy of protection, to see to it that the party is 
sustained that can be trusted tc uphold it. “ Yes, 
but.” said a gentleman to me yesterday, “ protection 
does not always secure abundant prospcrity. There 
are a great many idie men now in the country. 
Well, grant it. There has never yet been a 
policy devised by the wit of man _ that 
will secure, through all times and ail seasovs, 
a continuous flow of prosperity. But the ques- 
tion is whether, over a given series, there has not been 
a larger degree of prosperity to the people under the 
poticy of protection than under the policy of free trade. 
The question is to be gauged and tested, not by the ex- 
perience of a single year, but by the experience of a 
series of years. We have had 2 protective tari now 
for more than two decades, and I ask you whether 
there has ever been ancther period in which the 
United States has made such progress as dur- 
ing the last 20 years. But, it is true, now and 
then there will come a little lu!l and a little reaction in 
business; there will come a littie lull and a little reac- 
tion even in the laws of nuture. You had a great 
drought in Obio this year, but you do not on that ac- 
count avow that yen wiJl have no more rain. On the 
contrary. you are the more firmly persuaded that rain 
is the only element that will restore the fertility to 
your soil, verdure to your felds, and richness to your 
crops. So, in this little slough, this little duli- 
ness in the business of the country, the 
one great element. that can be _ relied 
on to restore prosperity is the protective 
tariff. The question, then, is for Ohio to decide. On 
the 14th day of this month you wil) have an opportuni- 
ty to tell the peovle of the United States whether you 
be ieve in that doctrine. If you do you will secure not 
only its continuance but its permanent triumph. But 
if, on the otber hand, you should falter and fall back, 
it might produce disaster elsewhere. The responsibili- 
tvisonyou. Is your courage equal to your responst- 
bility? Is your confidence equa! to your courage? 
[“Itis. Itis.”) ThenI bave nothing more to say ex- 
cept to bid you goodbye.

PHILADELPHIA, Oct. ].—The whereabouts 
of W. L. Ellsworth, the candidate of the Amer- 
ican Alliance Party for the Presidency, is a mat- 
ter of mystery to a law firm of this city. Capt. 
Ellsworth in February last bought a marble 
tombstone of William Struthers & Sons for the 
grave of hissonin Laurel Hill.Cemetery. The 


price was $150. Mr. Struthers was out of town, 
ana his foreman accepted Capt. Ellsworth’s note 
at 59 daysin payment. The note was not met 
when it was presented to the American 
Party’s candidate. He said, one of the 
lawyers for the marble firm declares, that 
he was just then “engaged in some 
large stock speculations” and did not have any 
ready money. He called at the law firm’s office 
two or three times after that with different ex- 
cuses. He was told that if payment was not 
made speedily suit would be entered. He an- 
swered, one of the lawyers says: * Well, you 
can’t maintain an action on the note, because it 
was only given for 59 days. Who ever heard ofa 
business man giving a note for59days?" The 
attorney was not scared by that extraordinary 
tenet, but entered suit. The candidate had told 
the lawyer that he lived at No. 1,823 North 
Broad-street. A Deputy Sheriff was sent there 
to serve the writ. ne Sheriff came back with 
the law paper still in his hand and said: ** Why, 
them people at 1,323 North Broad-street have 
been living there for 10 years and say they never 
beard of no Ellsworth.”” When the lawyer met 
Mr. Struthersthe lattersaid: **Why, Eilsworth 
told me when I saw him that he lived out near 
Fairmount Park in the neighnorhood of the new 
reservoir.”” The Deputy Sheriff was sent on a 
scouting tour, but no one was found who knew 
Capt. Ellsworth. All hope of discovering him 
*yas given up and the writ was returned to court.

TWO CANDIDATES NAMED, 
EXCITING SCENES IN A NEW-JERSEY DEMO-

E.izABetTH, N. J., Oct. 1—The Demo- 
cratic Convention which assembled here this 
afternoon to nominate a candidate to represent 
the Third District in Congress broke up ina 
row, two candidates having been chosen. The 
convention met at noon and shortly after took a 
recess until 2 o’clock. After the usual prelimi-

She would wear a black dress and wave a white 
handkerchief. So said the gentieman in the 
drug store. The solitary man became an object 
of intense interest in the eyes of at least 20 
people, who had all “caught on.” From the 
northeast corner to the northwest, and from the 
southeast to the southwest, did theamorous hus- 
bandman move his person. It was nota slight 
person to move, but he managed to accomplish 
the task. It was8 o'clock. Nota témale was in 
sight. Three dudes occupied the opposite side- 
walk, and, though it is improbable that the New- 
Jersey farmer pitted their charms against his 
own, he certainly surveyed them with anything 
but pleasure. : 

Three minutes past eight. A female was 
slowly advancing in the distance. As she came 
nearer any one could sec that she wore a black 
dress. He stood on the northeast corner. Ske 
came to the southeastand stood still. The farm- 
er gazed at her with eyes starting from his head. 
He might have been pardoned for hoping that 
she would not wave a white handkerchief, for 
she was supremely ugly, excessive in an avoir- 
dupois sense, and anything but young.

LOUISVILLE AND NASHVILLE RE. 
ORGANIZATION. 

A MEETING OF THE STOCKHOLDERS YESTER- 
DAY—DIRECTORS AUTHORIZED TO ISSUE 
AND SELL BONDS, 

LOUISVILLE, Ky., Oct. 1—The  stock- 
holders of the Louisville and Nashville Railroad 
Company held a meeting for the purpose of re- 
organization this afternoon. About 25 stock- 
holders were present, a majority of the total 
stock being represented. The firs: business was the 
reading of the annual reports of the President 
and Secretary. The following facts and figures 
are taken from President Smith’s report: Mort- 
gage debt outstanding June 30, 1884, $57,530,712, 
against $57,903,230 at the last report. The capital 


stock of the company consists of $25,000,000 out- 


standing listed stock and $5,000,000 treasury 
stock unlisted. The floating debt is $5,346,111 63, 
against $2,138,948 14 on the corresponding date in 
1483. The earnings of the road for the year were 
$14,351,092 81, against $14,234,916 28 for the pre- 
ceding year. The operating expenses for the 
year were $8,823,722 53, leaving the net earnings 
$5,527,310 25. The income of the road for the year 
was $1,127,336 56, against an outlay of $1,280,247 10. 

To pay the large fioating indebtedness of the 
company the Directors were authorized to issue 
and sell negotiable bonds to the amount of 
$5.000,000. To secure their payment, a mortgage 
on the property of the Tennessee and Kentucky, 
excepting its lines from Louisville to Lexington, 
the Cincinnati Bridge, and the Cecilia and Rich- 
mond Branches was authorized. The company 
stiil has in its possession 50,000 shares of_unlisted 
stock, of a par value of $5,000,000. These the 
Directors are authorized to sell at such price and 
upon such terms us in their discretion and judg- 
ment they may deem best fur the interests ft 
the omeaee. with like authority to make in 
their discretion any agreements for guarantees 
or financial aid, or to make a combined sale of 
the stock and bonds or a sale of the bonds by 
themselves and the stock by itself.

THE WEST SHORE RECEIVERS. 
When, about a month ago, Judge Dan- 
iels decided that the order made by Judge 
Brown, in Orange County, appointing ex-Judge 
Horace Russell and Theodore Houston Receivers 
of the New-York, West Shore and Buffalo Rail- 


road, was made in contravention of the Hagger- 
ty Receivership act, he reappointed ex-Judge 
Russell as Receiver and reserved the selection of 
aco-Receiver until he should have learned more 
about Mr. Houston. Objection hac been made 
to the latter on the ground that, as an officer of 
the West Shore Company, he had participated 
in the acts that caused it to become in- 
solvent. The suit in which these proceed- 
ings took place is that of the United 
States Trust Company for the foreclosure or the 
fifty-million-dollar mortgage on the West Shore 
property, of which it is Trustee. A majority of 
the holders of the bonds secured by this mort- 
gage baving expressed a desire for the reap- 
pointment of Mr. Houston, and ex-Judge Rus- 
sell having declared that he was unwilling to 
serve as Receiver without his assistance, Judge 
Daniels has decided to reappoint him. 

The order reappointing Mr. Houston and ex- 
Judge Russell, which was entered yesterday, re- 
quires them to give bonds in $100,000 each, and 
authorizes them to pay al! the running expeases 
of the road either with the money received by 
them or with certificates that shall be first liens 
on the assets in their custody.

AN AIR LINE TO NEW-YORK. 
PirrssureG, Oct. 1.—Notwithstanding re- 
ports from Philadelphia denying that the Lehigh 
Valiey has obtained an inlet to Pittsburg by an 
arrangement with the Pittsburg and Western 
Road, the papers for the transfer of a half in- 


terest in the tracks and roadway of the Pittsburg 
and Western from Sharpsburg to Wood’s Run 
were signed and delivered this afternoon, 
as were also those covering the purchase 
of six acres of land from the same 
company on Smoky Islana, near the terminus of 
the Union bridge on the north side. The terms 
of these sales are as yet withheld, but common 
rumor places the figures in the neighborhood of 
$200,000. There were some errors in detail in 
yesterday's dispatch, but in essentials the truth 
was given. For instance, the new road 
will afford to Pittsburg almost an air 
line to New-York, avoiding the circuitous 
route by the Pennsylvania to Harrisburg 
and cutting off 60 to 70 miles in distance. The 
average mountain grade by the new route will 
be 20 feet per mile less than by the Pennsylvania 
Railroad, insuring a great economyin motive 
pone and operating expenses. Friends of the 

ittsburg and Western are enthusiastic over the 
new scheme, and say it raises their line toa still 
more important position in the railway system 
of Pittsburg. 


ADVANCING RATES FROM CHICAGO. 

The Chicago Committee, representing 
the railroads east bound out of that city, didjnot 
yesterday succeed in disposing of the case of the 
Grand Trunk Railway. The resolutions propos- 
ing a new award of percentages to be settled by 


arbitration, and calling upon the road to pay 
over in money to the other roads the amount of 
freight carried by it in excess of its percentage, 
wassent by mail.

Instruc- 
tions were sent yesterday by the representatives 
in the meeting of the roads not as an order from 
Commissioner Fink’s office, but individually, di- 
recting the advance of grain rates from Chicago 
to New-York 5 cents to 20 cents, and provision 
rates 5 cents to 25cents. Joint Agent Moore re- 
ported back by telegraph that the directions 
were being carried out.

NOTES OF VARIOUS INTERESTS. 

The order to restore west-bound freight 
rates to tariff rates from seaboard points went 
into effect yesterday. Settlements have been 
heretofore made on a net money basis; that is, 
roads carrying an excess were allowed to retain 


a certain amount for the transportation of 
freight over and above their percentages. Here- 
after settlements will be on a gross money basis, 
and roads carrying an excess will have to turn 
over the entire amount received for transporta- 
tion of freight above their ———T. This 
is intended to stop improper efforts and methods 
to obtain business. 

Bondholders of the Texas Pacific Railroad have 
been invited by circular to authorize a commit- 
tee consisting of John A. Wright, John N.

It_ was rumored in Wall-street yesterday that 
the Union Pacific Railroaa Company. proposed 
to withdraw the subsidy paid to the Pacific Mail 
Steamship Company. The subsidy amounts to 
about $90,000 a year,and some of the Union 
.Pacific people claim that no equivalent service is 
rendered. President Houston, of the Pacific 
Mail, said that he had not received any notice of 
the proposed withdrawal of the subsidy, and 
added: ‘I hardly think, in view of the efforts to 
advance Union Pacific, that any such action is 
likely to be taken.”

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ROBERT H. STRAHAN. 

Robert H. Straban died at his residence, 
No. 422 West Seventy-first-street, yesterday 
morning, of Bright’s disease of the kidneys, in 
the forty-second year of his age, He had been 
ill since last Spring, and early in August maze a 
trip to England on the urgent adviee of his phy- 
sicians. He grew worse so rapidly, however, 
that he made buta very brief stay, returning to 
this city on Saturday, Sept. 20, since when he had 
been confined to his bed. He leaves a widow 
and two children, both boys, the eldest being 
but 1l years old. 

Mr. Strahan was born of Scotch parents in 
Nev burg, Orange County. His early education 
was finished at Westminster College,’ Pennsyl- 


vania, and afterward he was for some time 
a printer. He served a term of three years 
during the war in the Seventh New-York Vol- 
unter Artillery. As he was a proficient in sten- 
ography he wus appointed stenographer to sev- 
eral boards of inquiry of the War Department. 
He afterward entered the law department of 
Columbian College, Washington, D. €.. from 
which he was graduated in 1858, He returned to 
Newburg in 1869 and settled there. In 1871 he 
was elected a member of the State Assembly 
from Orange County. He was returntd again in 
1872, and be was second on the Judiciary Com- 
mittee which drew the articles of impeachment 
against Judges Barnard and McCunn. He was 
also Chairman of the Committee on Privileges 
and Elections. He came to this city to reside 

rmanently in 1873, and began the practice of 
aw. In 1876, 1877, and 1879 he was a member of 
the Assembly tor the Thirteenth District of this 
city. In each of those years he was Chairman of 
the Committee on the Judiciary. In 1878 he wasa 
candidate-for the State Senate: ffom the Sixth 
District, but was defeated by Alfred Waastatf. In 
1880-81, however, he represented the Eighth Sen- 
atorial District. In the Senate he was a member 
of the Committees on Cities and Insurance, and 
was Chairman of the Joint Committee on Libra- 
ry. Since then he had practiced law as the senior 
partner in the firm of Strahan & Findley. Pres- 
ident Arthur appointed Mr. Strahan counsel to 
the Alabama Claims Commission about two 
years azo, and he was also spoken of as a candi- 
date for the position of Governor of New-Mex- 
ico since Mr. Arthur’s Administration began. 
He was a man of: fine personal appearance, 
standing nearly 6 feet in height, and being mus- 
cular and well proportioned.

STRICKEN WITH PARALYSIS AT THE DIN- 
NER TABLE IN JERSEY CITY. 

The doors of the Academy of Music in 
Jersey City were closed when the crowd began 
to assemble there last evening. Frank 8. Chan- 
frau had been billed to appear for the week in 
** Kit, the Arkansaw Traveler.”’ The crowd was 
informed by Assistant Manager Hyams that Mr. 
Chanfrau had been taken suddenly ill and that 
he could not appear. Mr. Chanfrau began his 
engagement on Monday evening. That after- 
noon he arrived, with Miss Mary Baker, the sis- 
ter of his wife, at Taylor’s Hotel, in Jersey City, 


— ae to be in perfect health and excellent 
spirits. 

Last evening he sat down to dinner in the 
hotel dining room shortly before 7 o'clock. 
Miss Baker was with him. They ordered their 
meal, and he took wpaper to read while it was 
being prepared. When it had been placed before 
him, he reached for bis fork. His fingers had 
lost their power and he could not grasp it. Miss 
Baker scarcely had time to ask what ailed him 
before his head dropped on his chest and 
he fell forward upon the table unconscious. The 
diners in the room rushed to his aid, and two 
porters, summoned from the office below, lifted 
him toachairand carried him tohisroom. A 
messenger was hastened to the residence of Dr. 
John D. McGill, on Grund-street, and the pbysi- 
cian promptly responded. Dr. McGill remained 
with him till 11 o’clock. 

“Mr. Chanfrau,” he said to THE TIMEs reporter 
as he passed out of the hotel on his way home, 
“is ina very critical condition. He was stricken 
with paralysis while at table, and has no power 
over his right side. That has been followed by a 
dangerous apoplexy, and he is still in a comatose 
condition and likely to remain so for some time, 
if indeed he survives. I cannot say what are the 
niga op of hisliving. They are not encourag- 

ng. It may be some days before he recovers 
consciousness. His condition just now is every- 
thing but hopeful. 

**T cannot learn,” the doctor continued, * that 
he ever had an attack of paralysis before; but 
I am informed by one of the players that at one 
point in the performance last evening he ap- 
parently forgot his lines and seemed like one 
stunne for several seconds. He _ recov- 
ered himself, however, and went on with 
the performance to the end. This morn- 
ing, when he read the story of McCul- 
lough’s affliction in the papers, he seemed 
deeply affected. McCullogh was a close friend 
of his. He bit his nails nervously as he perused 
the narrative, and when he had finished it threw 
the paper aside with a melancholy observation 
that be supposed it would be his turn next.

“&R. BLAINE’S MANAGERS ISSUE 
AN ADDRESS. 
¢HE SOUTH BEGGED TO VOTE FOR THE 
TATTOOED CANDIDATE--A BATCH OF 
PROMISES THROWN OUT AS BAIT, 


The following has been issued by the Re- 
publican National Committee at its new South- 
ern headquarters at Nashville: 


ADDRESS TO THE PEOPLE OF THE SOUTH. 


NASHVILLX, Tenn., Oct. 1, 1884. 

The Republican National Committee to-day opens 
headquarters at Nashville, the central city of the South, 
and appexis ut once, with earnest gvod faith and in the 
spirit of American fraternity, to the intelligence. enter- 
prise, honorable ambitions, and American instincts and 
aspirations of the Southern people. This step has not 
been taken without deliberation, nor until the RKepub- 
lican campaign in the Northand West has become so 
vlearly a predestined success—without counting on a 
single Electoral vote from any part of the South—that 
this especial effort will be seen to have been due to 
other motives than those of politica: necessity. 

The broad and generous national views of Mr. Blaine 
have inspired the members of the Republican National 
Committee to make a frank appeal to Southern men— 
of whatever past politics—that may result in giving to 
his Administration the sympathy and co-operation of 
ull the citizensjof all sections wholrecognize the suprem- 
acy of the tand living economic questions that 
rise above all old issuesxnd demand settlement tn the 
spirit of Mr. Blaine’s letter of acceptance. His lan- 
guage is pregnant with meaning, filled with the spirit 
that made Lincoln and Garfield dearto Southern men, 
and prophetic of the mighty resurrection of Southern 
interests that is coming under the libera! and quick- 
eping licy of which the only successor to 

enry, Clay’s ) popalesty and power has been:the chief 

champion. r. Biaine’s comprehensive declarations 
are these: “I recognize, not without regret, the necessi- 
ty for speaking of two sections of our common country. 
But the regret diminishes when I see that the elements 
which separated them are fast disappearing. Preju- 
dices have yielded and are yielding, while a growing 
eordiality warms the Southern and Northern heart 
alike. Can any one doubt that between the sections 
contidence and esteem are to-day more marked than at 
any period in the 60 years preceding the election of 
President Lincoln? This is the result in part of time 
and in part of Republican principies applied under the 
favorable conditions of uniformity. It would be a 
greut calamity to change these intiuences, under which 
pouthern Commonwealths are learning to vindicate 
civil rights and — themseives to the conditions 
of political tranquillity and industrial progress. If 
there be occasional and violent outbreaks in the South 
ugainst this peaceful progress, the public opinion of the 
country regards them as exceptional, and hopefully 
trusts that each will prove the last. The South needs 
capital and occupation, not controversy, As much as 
any part of the North, the South needs tne full protec- 
tion of the revenue laws which the Republican Party 
offers. Some of tbe Southern States havealready entered 
upon a career of industrial development and prosperity. 
These, at least, should not lend their Electoral votes to 
destroy their own future. Any effort to unite the 
Southern States upon issues that grow out of the mem- 
ories of the war will summon the Northern States to 
combine in the assertion of the nationality which was 
their inspiration in the civil ~~. ps and thus great 
energies which should be united in a common indus- 
trial development wil! be wasted in hurtful strife. The 
Democratic Party shows itself a foe to Southern 
prosperity by always invoking and urging Southern 
political consolidation. Such a policy quenches the 
rising instinct of patriotism in the heart of the South- 
ern youth; it revives and stimulates prejudice; it sub- 
stitutes the spirit of burbaric vengeance for the love 
of pence, progress, and harmony.’’ 

“hese expressions are interpreted and emphasized by 
Mr. Blaine’s public acts and declarations. They con- 
vey the spirit, wishes, and purposes of the party whose 
leader he bas been as much as Mr. Clay was the leader 
of the Whig Party. The hopes, enthusiasm, and con- 
trolling spirit of Mr. Blaine’s followers are pledges 
that these words of his will be tulfiiled generously in 
an administration that will make “the new South” the 
inviting field for the measureless unemp)oyed energies, 
enterprise, and capital of the North and West, and the 
arena of ja material 4 —¥ unprecedented even 
in American annals. Where more fittingly than 
fin Nashville—the home of Andrew Jackson and 
John Beil—or with grander inspirations from the 
noblest and happiest traditions and memories 
of the old South, could Republicans appeal to those 
who have felt the trugedies and disasters that’ came 
from the defeat of the ideas und policies of Jackson 
and Clay by the ideas and policies of Calhoun? Jack- 
gon’s heroic resistance to South Carolina’s nullification 
of Mr. Clay’s tarifY. and Clay’s gulant struggle for the 

rotection of American industries and labor, were not 

ost elements of Southern greatness and prosperity if 
the progressive Southern men of to-day will take u 
under the leudership of Clay’s successor and with 
the tremendous advantage of 23 years of Republican 
-protection vindicating the beneficence of Clay’s states- 
‘manship—the American policies for which Jackson and 
Clay fought, and were ready to die, if need came. ‘The 
vindication of those policies in the South, in a manner 
and to an extent that will command the interest and 
the admiration of the whole civilized world, is already 
assured by the World's Exposition at New-Orieans, 
which is assuming such proportions of preparation.

quering enterprises of the South that is to beto the 
rest of. the Union for the next generation what the 
Northwest has been to the generation that, with 
gloomy and reluctant hearts, turned from the gladden- 
ing triumphs of pesce to a struggle as tragic as it was 
essential and inevitable, 

Betore the exposition is opened all Americans who 
have thought upon the present and former conditions 
of the labor, capital, production, and trade of the 
country will have seen that we have come to the verge 
of new and perilous necessities, arising out of the very 
magnitude of our material development in certain 
quarters and directions.

During the first two months of 1884 $25,000,000 
were invested in the erection or extension of Southern 
factories, and down to the Ist of last July $70,000,000 
had been so expended. In 10 years the increase ot the

percent. In 10 years, unprotected, it was only 3 per 
cent. Kentucky has put $7,000,000 ihto new enter- 

s since this year begun; Alabama has put in 

.000,000; Virginia, $5,000,000; Texas, $7,000,000; 
Georgia, $9.000.000, and soon. From 1570 to 1886 the 
coal mined in Georgia rose from nothing to 154,000 
tons. It was 11.000 tons in Alabama in 1870 and 
$22,000 tons in 1880. In Alabama, Georgia, Arkansus, 
Kentucky, Tennessee, and West Virginia the output of 
cecal rose from 900,000 tons in 1870 to 8,700,000 tons in 
1880. In Alabama, Georgia, Tennessee, Virginia, and 
West Virginia only 40,000 tons of iron ore were mined 
in 1870.

THE AGGRESSIVE SPARROW, 

——_~2=----— 

WHY THE IMPORTED ARTICLE SHOULD BE 
EXTERMINATED, 


The Ornithologists’ Union listened yes- 
terday morning to the report of the committee 
upon the English sparrow, which was presented 
by Dr. J. B. Holder, of this city. The report was 
based upon the returns to a circular letter of in- 
quiry sent to agriculturists and skilled observers 
in different parts of the United States and Can- 
ada. Less than a year was given for observation, 
and the returns were not as fullin every partic- 


ular as they would have been had the period 
been Jonger. No returns were received from any 
State west of the Mississippi River. :=The inclu- 
sions of the committee may be summarized as 
follows: The sparrow is able and _ willin 
to “destroy various‘crops of grain an 
fruits and in large numbers to threaten very se- 
riously the husbandry of agriculture and horti- 
culture.” By the enormous increase of the spar- 
rows many native insectivorous birds have been 
forced away from public parks; asan introduced 
foreign species it has caused a disturbance in the 
economy of bird life; the most serious feature 
in the status of the bird is the possible damage it 
may accomplish in the great wheat fields of the 
West; the enormous increase of this bird yearly 
must very soon result in furnishing ample num- 
bers for that purpose, and this subject thus as- 
sumes proportions of immense and serious im- 
portance. 

In conclusion, the committee make the follow- 
ing suggestions: Thata report embodying the 
result of its investigations be sent to every legis- 
lative body in the United States and the British 
Provinces; that Legislatures be at once asked to 
fix a penalty for the sale or introduction of the 
bird, the penalty to be as severe as possible, and 
that al) protective laws affecting the sparrow be 
repealed: that measures for lessening the num- 
bers of the birds wherever they have become a 
nuisance be at once taken, such measures to be 
in the hands of the authorities, all facilities for 
protecting and feeding to be denied, the birds 
thus being put on an equal footing, at least, 
with native birds. 

The report was accepted and sent back to the 
committee to complete, after which it will be 
printed. Atthe afternoon session a report on 
**Faunal Areas’ was read. The subject.for to- 
day will be ** The Migration of Birds.’

ARMY AND NAVY MATTERS 


A NEW METHOD OF MAKING DE- 

TAILS IN THE NAVY. 

THE SECRETARY AND A BOARD OF FOUR 
LINE OFFICERS TO MAKE ALL TRANS- 
FERS—ORDERS TO ARMY OFFICERS. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 1.—The Secretary oi the 
Navy to-day issued an order revoking the order uf the 
department of Aug. 31, 1865, to the Chief of the Bu- 
reau of Navigation, and that of June 26, 1869, attack- 
ing the office of detail to that bureau. All communi- 
cations tothe department from naval officers will be 
addressed tothe Secretary of the Navy, except those 
pertaining to the special business of the bureaus of the 
department and communications: required to be 
made to the Judge-Advocate-General. Hereafter 
the detail of officers of the navy will be 
made by a board consisting of the Secretary 
and four line officers, instead of by the Chief 
of the Bureau of Navigation, as has been done for 
years. ‘The change has been contemplated ever since 
Secretary Chandler assumed the duties of his office. 
He has named as members of the advisory board Rear- 
Admiral Nichols and Commodores Walker, Sicard, and 
Schiey. In communicating with the above officers 
relative to their appointment as members of the board 


the Secretary suys they are appointed to advise con- 
cerning the detail of naval officers and the cruising 
order of ships and squadrons. In determining their 
suggestions for the detail of officers of the staff corps 
they will accept the names submitted by the chiefs of 
bureaus, unless they aissent for reasons which they 
will state. ‘The members of the board are also required 
to inform themselves concerning the condition and 
work of vessels of the navy, and to examine the re- 
ports of ee officers. 

The Secretary calls the attention of officers to the 
following general order issued by Secretary Thompson 
March 23, 1877: ** Application for orGers or revocation 
of them shall be made by the officer himself in an 
official form, stating the precise ground upon which he 
buses his claim for 2 change. All applications for 
this perpoee made by other than the officer himself 
will be regarded as exceptional and will pe considered 
only when the circumstances are extraordinary and 
the officer so distant us not to be able to make an 
official application within a reasonable time and where 
the public interests will not suffer by the change. The 
ap ka will be placed on file ana regarded as 
official.’ 

Attention is also called to the following extract 
from the annual report of the Secretary of tnc Navy 
of Nov. 2¥, 1882, relative to favoritism in the navy: 
“Military administration should be controlled_by 
neither personal, social, nor political motives. The 
orders to every naval Officer should be determined 
after, first, a consideration of the public interests, and 
secondly, an impartial comparison of the record and 
services of the officer with those of other officers of 
like grade. If unjust orders are issued, the officer can 
freely state the injustice directiy to the Secretary. 
asking a reconsideration, and his representa- 
tion will have due and candid considerution. 
The interference of others, if to secure only 
what is right, is unnecessary; if to accomplish what is 
wrong, is intolerable. An officer who will procure or 
knowingly allow such undue interference may be 
charged with unbecoming conduct. Nevertheless, the 
practice bas prevailed of soliciting and procuringfavor- 
itism for officers by such devices and with such perti- 
nacity and intiuence as to create a system. resistance 
to which may make unenviable the position of 
the head of the department. But if it is allowed 
to continue the naval service will eventually become 
fatally demoralized. ‘The etfort will be made to order 
the detail of ofticers of the navy with as much justice 
and impartiality as the lot of humanity will admit.”

MASS FOR MRS. BLISS. 


AN IMPRESSIVE CEREMONY IN ST. FRANCIS 
XAVIER’S CHURCH. 

Tho funeral of the late Mrs. Catharine 
Dwight Bliss, wife of Col. George Bliss, took 
place from St. Francis Xavier’s Church, in West 
Sixteenth-street, yesterday morning. The inte- 
rior of the church was heavily draped in black. 
The candelabra on the altar were shrouded in 
black crépe, and heavy folds of black cloth con- 
cealed the front of the gallery and the cornices 
surmounting the chancel. The body of the 
church was crowded. The students of St. Fran- 


cis:‘Xavier's College occupied the pews on the left 
side of the nave, while the adjoining pews were 
tilled with friends of the family, and hun- 
dreds of rsons were compelled to remain 
standing in the aisies during the _ services. 
Among those present were President Arthur, who 
occupied a seat alone at the left of the central 
aisle; Judges Donohue, Larremore, and O’Gor- 
man; Charities Commissioners Jacob Hess and 
Thomas 8S.

At 9 o’clock a procession was formed in the 
vestry and marched across the altarand down 
the central aisie to the main entrance of the 
church.

The casket 
was of red cedar covered with black cloth and 
trimmed with silver mountings. A silver plate 
on the lid gave the name and the dates of birth 
and death of Mrs. Bliss. The casket was placed 
on a catafalque at the foot of the altar, and two 
sprigs of mountain fern. crossed and_ tied 
with a white ribbon, were placed on 
the lid. Three tall candles burned on 
either side of catafalque and a_ cross 
of ivy leaves,a crown surmounted by a cross, 
and a floral pillow were placed on the altar 
steps. Mgrs. Capel ard Quinn entered the sacris- 
ty, and the Rev. Father Frisbee began the cele- 
bration of asolemn requiem mass. He was as- 
sisted by the Rev. Father Pardow, as deacon; the 
Rev. Father Walsh, as sub-deacon, and the Rev. 
Father Hart master of ceremonies. The music 
of the mass was from the Gregorian collection, 
and was rendered by a large choir.

GAS WILL SOON BE VERY CHEAP. 


ae An 
THE OLD COMPANIES LIKELY TO UNITE TO 
FIGHT THE EQUITABLE. 


The agreement of the several gas com- 
panies of the city to retail their product at $2 25 
per 1,000 feet expires, according to the terms of 
the contract made nearly five years ago, in June 
next. In the meantime a new company has 
sprung up. This is the Equitable Gaslight 
Company, chartered to supply gas to denizens of 
New-York at a rate not to exceed $1 75 per 1,000 
feet. 

In June last THE TIMES calied attention to the 
fact that the old companies were about to con- 


solidate to fight the Equitable. The Presidents 
of the severa! companies declined either to affirm 
or deny the published fact. Now the truth is 
known. A meeting was held during the first 
week in June, but no agreement was reached, so 
bitter was the argument. Then the matter was 
allowed to rest. The Equitable went on under 
the terms of its charter, laid 45 miles of pipe, 
built extensive works, and got on its books sub- 
scribers to the number of 9,000. Tbe old com- 
panies saw that the time for decided action haa 
come. 

“* For years,” said the President of one of the 
big companiles last night, *“*1 have been urging 
that we should reduce our rate. We have been 
Saree tee much for gas. But nobody could 
see itas I did. So we went on taxing the people 
$2 25 per 1,000 feet, according to the terms of the 
companies’ agreement—an agreement that I 
always o posed. Then a new company comes 
in. By thetermsof their charter they cannot 
charge over $175. The Presidents of seven com- 
panies met on Monday night. By a unanimous 
vote they decided that all the companies should 
be consolidated in one to fight this new company 
—or buy it out. I don’t think that it can be 
bought, but we'll try all the same. The New- 
York was the first company of its. kind started 
in this city. Then followed the Manhattan, Har- 
jem, Metropolitan, New-York Mutual, Munici- 
pal, and Knickerbocker. All have been practi- 
cally one. Butin June next the agreement be- 
tween them is dead. We can’t swallow up the 
Equitable. We'll try to kill it. Our action last 
night must be voted upon by the stockholders of 
each company. Ifitis approved New-Yorkers 
will have very cheap gas.”

AN AGED WATCHMAN'S SUICIDE. 
John Jackson, aged 64, who, with his 
wife, lived at No. 345 South Third-street, Brook- 
lyn, Eastern District, committed suicide early 
yesterday morning by shooting himself in the 
head with a revolver on the premises of Worth- 
ington, Smith & Co., dealers in millinery goods, 


on the second floor of the Century Building, 
in Umion-square, where he was employed as a 
watchman. He had been in the employ of the 
firm for 10 years. For three months 
he had _ been suffering from malarial 
fever, durin which time he had 
been compelled’ to be absent from 
his post. On Tuesday evening he reported for 
duty at 6 o’clock, and, as was customary, was 
locked in the building. There is a burglar alarm 
apparatus in the store by which the watchman 
sent a signal to a central station every hour. 
The regular signal was received from Jackson at 
2:10 0’clock yesterday morning. This should have 
been repeated at 3:10, and when the signal was 
not received a special policeman was sent to the 
building. He found everything secure and no 
signs of burglars or any other trouble. He 
knocked loudly at the front doors, but received 
no response to the summons from the watch- 
man. enry Wilson, the engineer of the prem- 
ises, Who go on the top floor, was finally 
aroused, and he admitted the officer. Jackson 
was found lying dead on a lounge in the office of 
Worthington, Smith & Co. He had shot himself 
in the right temple with a revolver of large 
calibre, which was still grasped in his right hand. 
His mind had been doubtless affected by his long 
sickness, and he had killed himself while insane.

KILLING A WEAK-MINDED_BOY. 
Luley Strang, a resident of tha™town of 
Yorktown, Westchester County, was arrested 
yesterday at Esopus, Ulster County, on a war- 
rant charging him with causing the death of a 
young man named Edward Hoffman, 19 years of 


age and of feeble mind. He died last Saturday 
at the residence of his brother, John Hoffman, 
who lives at No. 524 Third-avenue, this city. 
John Hoffman had sent Edward to board at the 
residence of his mother-in-law, Mrs. Frederica 
Weiser, in Yorktown, on Aug. 15 last.

On Tuesday Deputy Sheriff Mabie learned 
that the man was iu Ulster Couuty and caused 
his arrest by Constable Strong. Yesterday he 
was surrendered to the Westchester County 
officers, and acharge of murder in the first de- 
gree was made against him. He is committed to 
the County Jail to await the action of the Grand 
Jury.
